DEFENSE Cycle among NORMAL, NICKEL AND DIME packages. Nickel subs in 
a defensive back for the middle linebacker. Dime subs in two defensive backs for 
the middle linebacker and the strong side linebacker. 

Note: You can flip plays by pressing the Z BUTTON. 

Once both teams have called plays, the teams break their huddle and go 
to the scrimmage line. 
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USING A CREATED PLAYBOOK 
Once you have created and saved a custom playbook (see page 18), it will be 
available on your list of playbooks and can be used at anytime (except Quickplay) 
for any team.

The Pin-Point Passing system allows you 
to control both how hard a pass is thrown 
and exactly where it's thrown.

Injury When ON, players are automatically subbed out when injured, 
and remain unavailable until the injury heals. 

Celebrations Yes, those tedious self-congratulatory displays are here in all 
their glory! 

Focus on Ref When ON, the referee is shown whenever a call is made. 

Home Playbook Use the home team's usual playbook (default), or use any 
other team's scheme. 
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Home Profile Use the home team’s usual coaching profile, or choose another. 

Away Playbook See Home Playbook. 

Away Profile See Home Profile. 

Penalties Set a wide range of penalty calling sliders from OFF 
(never called) to STRICT (called whenever possible). 

Sub Players You can substitute players into Offensive, Defensive and Special 
Teams formations. You may wish to substitute a healthy player in for an injured 
one, or to have a particular player sub into a particular formation (for example, 
put a very quick receiver into pass formations). First, select which club to 
substitute for, then the team type (Reset All resets rosters).

SEASON SETUP 

Before you get into the rough and tumble of a season, you need to make a few 
key decisions. 

Play Pre-Season This option can be set to ON or OFF. When on, your team will 
compete in 5 exhibition games before the season begins. You can choose to 
simulate all the games for a particular week or not. 

Player Development When ON, this feature tracks each player's performance 
in several categories during each game and rates them by how they did. 



Categories reflect the demands of each position. The rating is cumulative, 
and may result in a player improving from good performances or getting worse 
from bad performances, with a certain amount of randomness thrown in to keep 
things honest. This means each player (and each team) brings variable skill levels 
into future games and seasons. Hence, a team may be great for a few seasons 
then decline, while another may stink on toast for years and then begin turning 
things around. 

Player Streaks We don't mean speedy running. When set to ON, players will 
get hot or cold depending on their game performance. A great performance one 
week makes a player more likely/able to pull off great moves in the future, while a 
poor performance can start a player on a downward spiral towards ineptitude. 

SEASON MENU 

After the Season Setup screen, you’ll go to the Season Menu, with a complete 
range of choices. Note that if Pre-Season is set to ON, you'll see the same menu, 
but your choices will relate to Pre-Season play. Once you’ve selected a particular 
option, press the CA (Help) for control details for that option. 

Weekly Schedule This screen details all the scheduled pre-season or 
season games week by week. You can play or simulate any of the games for 
any given week. 

Team Schedules View a list of each team’s schedule, along with win/loss 
record for any weeks already past. 

Team Standings View teams standings within each conference and division 
to date. 

Power Rankings Which team has the horsepower to go all the way? 

Power rankings give you a good indication! 

Season Stats If you like numbers, here’s gridiron Nirvana! All the stats 
you can stand, updated as the season progresses. 

Season Leaders See at a glance who the top performers in all stat 
categories are. 

Team Stats Complete team stats for the season thus far. 

Injured PJ »:*?rs If injuries are turned ON, a visit here will tell you the current 
status of injt’V j players on any team. 

Weekly Matchups Compare the rankings of each pair of teams scheduled to 
play on a given week. 

Manage Rosters Draft, trade, and sign players and access custom creation 
features. See Manage Rosters (page 15) for details. 

Quit Season Quit the current season and return to the main menu. Doing so 
will cause you to lose any unsaved season information. 
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PLAYING A SEASON 

Once you’ve selected which game(s) you 
wish to play or simulate (using the Weekly 
Schedule option), press the A BUTTON. The 
computer will simulate any games you didn't 
mark to play. You will then go to the controller 
select screen, where up to 4 players can 
decide which team they wish to control (by 
moving their controller under the team’s 
logo). If you’ve marked multiple games to 
play in any given week, they are played in 
the order presented. 

GAME SETUP 

After selecting which team you wish to control, the Game Setup screen appears. 
Here you can set various options (these apply only to the current game). Select 
Start Game and press the A BUTTON to begin playing. 

NEW PLAYOFFS 

Why wait til’ January for intense playoff excitement? Playoff levels from wild card 
all the way to the Super Bowl. If you revel in the pressure of must-win playoff 
games, you will love scaling this super-tough ladder to the top. 

While the computer determines the Playoff teams and ladder, you may import a 
Created Team into the 1st tier of the Playoffs. 

You can play all games in the playoffs, play only the games featuring a particular 
team, or have the computer simulate games. 

• Select New Playoffs at the NFL Play screen to begin a new playoffs series. Doing 
so will delete any previously started Playoffs from the internal RAM (NOT from 
your Controller Pak). 

• Select Continue Playoffs to pick up a previously saved series from where you 
left off. This series must first be loaded at the Save/Load screen. 

To select Playoff games 

• <- or -»to scroll playoff ladder. 

• 4- or t to move highlight to a particular matchup box. 

The computer will simulate any 
matches not marked for play.

Free agents are signed from the Free Agent Roster at the right of the screen and 
then appear in the selected Team Roster. A player released from a team roster (at 
the left of the screen) will then appear in the free agent roster. 

To Sign a Free Agent 

• L or R BUTTON to toggle team to sign player to. 

• 4* or f to scroll through free agent roster. 

• or -» to view player attributes. 

• A BUTTON to sign highlighted free agent to highlighted team. 

To Release a Player to Free Agency

Shock How often to call a shock play—A shock play is a play that is not 
an obvious call for the current situation. For example, 3rd and 1 from your own 
20-yard line and you go for the deep bomb.

3. Become familiar with your entire roster. If a crucial player is injured, will you 
have a replacement in mind? Can you pick up a free agent replacement? 

A. When controlling a receiver, press the catch button just prior to the ball 
arriving. Poor timing on a jump catch can lead to an incomplBtfon or worse— 
an interception!
